ANALYSIS OF TABLE 1.2 
In the December quarter 1997, the population increased by 5,744 compared with an 
increase of 7,253 in the previous quarter. Both the natural increase and net estimated 
interstate migration were higher than in the September quarter 1997. However, net 


estimated overseas migration was less than half the number in the previous quarter. 


For the year ended 31 December 1997, the increase of 29,194 was 10.5% lower than the 


increase in the previous twelve months.

ANALYSIS OF TABLE 1.3 
The number of live births in the December quarter 1997 fell by 42 or 0.7% on the 


previous quarter and was 56 or 0.9% more than the number in the same quarter of 1996. 


Total deaths decreased by 410 or 12.7% from the September quarter 1997, and were 122 
or 4.5% higher than the number in the December quarter 1996. 


Infant deaths in the December quarter 1997 increased by 14 or 50.0% from the 
September quarter 1997, and were 10.5% higher than in the December quarter of the 


previous year. 


The number of marriages in the December quarter 1997 rose by 142.2% (or 2,074) from 


the previous quarter, but was only 2.4% higher than in the same quarter of 1996. 


The number of divorces decreased from 1,360 in the September quarter to 1,320 in the 
December quarter 1997, a decrease of 2.9%. However, the number was 3.9% higher 


than in the December quarter 1996.

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ANALYSIS OF TABLE 2.1 
There were a total of 63,750 overseas arrivals in April 1998. This was 640 more than in 


the previous month and 4,640 higher than in April 1997. 


The number of Western Australian residents returning from short-term visits overseas 
increased by 6% from the previous month to 29,340 persons. This was a 22% increase 
over April 1997. The number of overseas visitors arriving in Western Australia for 


short-term visits decreased by 3% on March 1998, and fell by 3% on April 1997 figures. 


There were 750 residents returning to Western Australia in April 1998 after a long-term 
stay overseas. This was a 14% increase on the previous month and a 29% increase on 
the April 1997 level. Arrivals of long-term overseas visitors increased by 21% on March 
1998, and increased by 10% on April 1997 figures. 


Total departures of 70,760 in April 1998 increased by 7% on the previous month and 
were 11% higher than recorded in April 1997. 


The number of short-term departures of Western Australian residents increased by 2% 
on March 1998, and by 24% on April 1997 figures. Short-term departures of overseas 
visitors increased by 12% on March 1998.

The total of 32,140 short-term overseas visitor arrivals in April 1998 decreased by 3% on 


March 1998. This was 3% lower than recorded in April 1997. 


Short-term visitor arrivals from Japan decreased by 36% on March 1998, and 28% on April 


1997. There were 7,630 short-term visitors from Singapore, an increase of 27% from the 


previous month and 41% from April 1997.

ANALYSIS OF TABLE 2.4 
For April 1998, short term departures of residents from Western Australia increased by 
700, or 2%, on March 1998. The total of 32,090 persons was 6,220 or 24% higher than 
recorded for April 1997. Compared with March 1998, short-term departures of residents 
to New Zealand and Malaysia increased by 31% and 15% respectively. The number of 
short-term departures of residents to Singapore and Indonesia fell by 34% and 24% 


respectively.

ANALYSIS OF TABLE 2.5 
There were 18,300 short-term departures by air of Western Australian residents for 
holidays abroad in April 1998. This was 1,000 or 6% more resident departures than in 
March 1998 and 5,390 more than in April 1997. 


For April 1998, the number of Western Australian short-term holidaymakers whose 
destination was Thailand, Malaysia and New Zealand increased by 85%, 38% and 24%, 


respectively, compared to the previous month. 


While departures to Indonesia decreased by 22% compared to the previous month, 
Indonesia continues to be the favoured short-term holiday destination for Western 


Australian residents. 


Compared with April 1997, departures of holidaymakers increased by 42% overall, with 
Malaysia, Singapore and Thailand recoding increases of 342%, 204% and 196% 


respectively.
